If  there  is  any 
member  who  desired  the  resignation  the 
knowledge  of  such"  desire  has  not  come  to 
me.  But  for  years  my  heart  has  longed 
for  a trip  to  the  Hast  to  visit  the  land  where 
our  Lord  lived  and  labored,  and  the  ap- 
proaching spring  seems  as  good  a time  as 
any  for  such  a trip.  I did  not  care  to  ask 
the  ehurch  to  be  under  obligations  to  me, 
or  wish  to  be  under  obligations  to  them.  So 
it  seemed  wise  to  resign  that  they  might  be 
free  to  call  another  to  take  up  the  work  and 
that  my  mind  might  be  free  tot  go  on  my 
way  and  to  plan  other  work  when  I shall 
desire  it. 

The  work  here  has  prospered  in  several 
ways.  It  skeins  no  exaggeration  to  say — 
others  being  judges— that  the  ehurch  has 
been  more  harmonious  during  the  last  three 
years  than  ever  before  in  its  history.  A 
goodly  number  of  ^Members  have  joined,  but 
we  have  lost  mahy  by  removals  from  the 
city,  some  by  Health  and  quite  a good  many

The  path  lead- 
ing to  it  is  steep  and  rugged;  in- 
side the  chapel  is  a wooden  cross 
which  tradition  says  was  handed 
.down  from  heaven;  and  as  a re- 
sult of  its  eeleetial  origin  has 
wonderful  healing  power.  It 
will  cure,  as  they  claim, 
any  infirmity,  provided  the 
penitent  suffer,  climbs  all  the 
way  up  that  steep,  rocky,  path, 
on  his  knees  with  a burn- 
ing candle  in  each  hand.  In  se- 
vere  cases  a substitute  may  crawl 
up  for  the  sick  one.  In  one  cor- 
ner of  the  chapel  is  a large  num- 
ber of  crutches  which  were  left 
there  by  those  who  claimed  to 
have  been  healed.  In  a small 
room  adjoining  the  chapel,  testi- 
monials cover  the  four  walls  from 
the  ceiling  almost  to  the  floor. 
Most  of  these  are  crude  pictures 
representing  the  mount  and  the 
chapel  with  a lone  pilgrim  mak- 
ing his  way  up.  Underneath  the 
picture  is  the  name  of  the  person 
the  date  and  the  history  of  the 
miracle.
